An appeal brief under § 1.192 or a reply brief under § 1.193(b), or 
related papers, will not be considered a submission under this section. " 

NOTE 2: An applicant may file a submission under 37 C.F.R. 1.114 containing only an information disclosure 

statement (3 7 C.F.R. 1. 97 and 1.98) in an application subject to a notice of allowance under 35 U.S. C. § 151. 
An appeal brief or a reply brief (or related papers) will not be considered a submission under 37 C.F.R. 
LI 14. See 37 C.F.R. LI 14(d). The submission, however, may consist of the arguments in a previously filed 
appeal brief or reply brief, or may simply consist of a statement that incorporates by reference the arguments 
in a previously filed appeal brief or reply brief In addition, a previously filed amendment after final may 
satisfy this submission requirement. American inventor's Protection act of 1999, Question & Answer A5,

NOTE 3: Even though an RCE is improper (e.g., because it was filed before the prosecution is closed), an amendment
